Friday-Thursday
« Hot temperatures will lead to High to Very High heat concerns across the state through Labor Day
* Poor overnight recoveries are expected through Tuesday.
+ Temperatures of 10-20 degrees above normal for Sunday and Monday are expected.
* Cooler temperatures with Moderate heat concerns will return for Wednesday
+ Gusty offshore winds across CA will bring periods of critical fire weather conditions through midweek, especially Monday through early
Wednesday, with likely Red Flag conditions.
« Santa Ana wind event possible late Monday through Wednesday, with widespread Elevated to Critical Fire Weather conditions.
« Dry weather is generally expected to continue statewide
* Reduced air quality will likely remain an issue due to the extensive smoke being produced by the numerous wildfires across the state
